STATING THE CASE. 


THE OFFICIAL UTTERANCES<REGARDING! 
THE STRIKE. 


The Opinions of Master Workman Powderly, 


of Vice-President Hoxie and of Receiver} 


Brown. 


In order that our readers may fully under 
stand the merits of the questions involved in 
the present strike and be ina condition to do 
justice to both sides, we publish in full the 
three statements which have come from three 
persons who maybe considered as the cen- 
tral figuses in the controversy. Mr. 
Powderly’s remarks on the attitude of the 
Knights of Labor will command widespread 
attention from the position of their author. 
Mr. Brown, as receiver of the Texas 
Pacific, presents his side of the controversy. 
Mr. Hoxie, the Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Missouri! Pacific system, gives 


a statement of his. attitude toward 
the strike, and of the relation 
of his system of roads to the questions 
atissue. Mr. Hoxie’s letter speaks for itself, 
the points he makes being that the strike orig- 
inated on the Texas & Pacific road, aroad not 
under the management of the Missouri Pacific, 
and that his road had kept its agreement with 
the men and had no notice of any complaint 
on any point. 


Powderly on the Objects of the Order. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 8.—Grand Master 
Workman Powderly, the head of the Knights 
of Labor organization, who is in the city at- 
tending a meeting of the General Executive 


Board, saidto-night that he had received no 
summons to St. Louis to settle the difficulties 
between the strikers and the Gould system of 
roads; that there is no significance in the fact 
that 50 many strikes are now in progress in 
the United States by assemblies of the Knights 
of Labor. 

‘*It is a coincidence merely,’’ said he, *‘and 
there is no concerted action contemplated by 
the order, as has been suggested, the strikes 
being incidental, andI think chiefly owing to 
the fact that this is just the beginning of the 
spring trade and the opening of a period of 
prosperity in business.’ : 

Mr. Powderly, upon being asked whether he 
did not think that the increase in the number 
of strikes just now was owing to the knowl- 
edge of an increased power by the organiza- 
tions of labor, said: 

‘*‘Idoubtit. I, andIthink thatI can speak 


for the General Executive Board, do not think. 


that itis wise to inaugurate so many strikes, 
unless it can be shown there is an extreme 
necessity forthem. If manyof the men who 
are striking would display a little more com- 
mon sense and use a littie more patience, 
they would get all they are striking tor and 
save their time and money in the bargain. If 
er would exercise proper moderation in 
their negotiations with their employers and 
submit their claims, firmly made and properly 
represented, to arbitration, I am free to say 
that 1 am sure that nine out of ten cases which 
endina strikecould be as satisfactorily &r- 
ranged without resorting to suchan extreme 
and generally doubtful-expedient. Indeed, 
in the nine cases there would be no necessity 
for a strike. There is a feeling now that 
labor must be recognized by the 
employer; that the employer must listen 
to the employe; andthe time has come when 
the shopman, the mill-owner, the mannfact- 
urer in every department of trade is ready to 
listen to the demands of his men and to yleld 
to them when those demands are reasonable. 
Organization, discipline, and the realization 
of the rightandthe might in the case have 
brought about this change, and these advances 
on the part of the employers should not be re- 
pulsed by hasty and inconsiderate action on 
the part of the workingmen.’*’ 
ARBITRATION, 

‘*Arbitration then, and not atrikes,is the 
theory of the order,’’ said the reporter. 

‘*Yes, arbitration always when it is possible; 
strikes only as a last resort, but when that 
point is reached strike hard, strike in earnest, 
and never surrender, except to just conces- 
sions. Why, this board [pointing to the mem- 
bers who were listening] has, since the Ist of 
January, settled by arbitration 850 cases, 
which would otherwise have resuited 
in strikes without the gaining of asingle point 
by the strikers. The hnightsa of Labor and 
the other labor organizations in sympathy 
with its plans constitute at the present time 
the most powerful organization of workmen 
ever known inthe history of the world. Its 
strength is increasing —— day, and its in- 
fluence is felt every day in every branch of 
trade in this country. It is dangerous to 
abuse this power. It can always in- 
sist upon just demands careiuily considered 
and thoughtfully digested. Itcannot afford 
to fritter itself away upon every little pre- 
tense of wrong, hastily formulated and pig- 
headedly insisted upon, The growth of the 
power of labor sbould be an occasion for 
calm deliberation. The workingman should 
be careful to see to it that they do not sap 
and undermine their strength by extreme 
demands and unreasonable assumption of 
importance and power. dtis, as some one has 
said before me,a good thing to have the 
ower of agiant, butitis an evil thing to use 
t like a giant. It was a disposition on the 
part of the employertorefuse to treat with 
his workmen that made the labor organization 
a necessity to them. Now that we have 
the power which comes from organiza- 
tion, we must use that power wisely 
and moderately, and be careful that 
we do hot change position with the employer 
and refuse to treat with him except at the 
point of the pistol, or the strike, which is 
about the samething. A strike should be the 
last resort, when — else has tailed 
and notanevery day expedient, which, used 
as such, loses its power as it increases in fre- 
uency. In the old assemblies, which are 
umiliar with our plans and purposes, strikes 
were unfrequent. It is the new and yet not 
fully informed organization which, upon 
sometimes insufficient and frequently trivial 
causes, makes this final and desperate resort. 
As our organizations grow there will be less 
strikes, because there will be less necessity 
forthem. Our power will bein time greater 
than men now think. It will last so long as 
we use it wisely (and it will beso used), as a 
power no less important than the constitution 


itself.’’ 
THE BOYCOTT. 

‘‘Tg the strike the last resort 
of Labor?’’ asked the reporter. 

The Master Workman smiled. ‘‘I see,’’ 
said he, ‘‘whatyou aredrivingat. Astrike 
is a bad thing, but a boycott is worse fn its re- 
sujts. A strike stops ge meaymge merely; a 
bdéycott kills it. A strike fora week is only 
the loss of a week’s business, trade and 
wages. A boycott for a week can be the utter 
ruin of the business itself. We bavo never 
failed ina boycott which has been ordered 

the general comnmittee. Its effectiveness 
is undoubted, but it is an extreme power 
which we use with caution.’’ 

‘*‘Isthere not danger,’’ said the reporter, 
‘‘that your organization may become engaged 
in political movements and thus lose its 
power?’’ 

‘*‘] have no fear of that, The matters in- 
volved in the existence and work of the 
Knights of Laborare nearer to its members 
than matters of partisan politics. We have 
here, as you see, on this committee members 
of the old parties—a Greenbacker and (with a 
smile) other cranks likeinyself. We are not 
politicians here. We have @ method of 
dealing with those who, as some have, 
enter our ranks to serve political ends. We 
turn them out. We have had no partin pol- 
itics. It is bread and butter, the rights of 
the employed, the “natural and common 
things of. every-day life, that constitute the 
elements which do now and always will hold 
us together, and those are stronger than 

artisan political ties. That is whyI do not 
fear the intrusion of politics. When people 
taik—as sometimes they do—about using the 
Knights of Labor as a political engine, they 
utter the, most arrant nonsense. It is not 
worth while to discuss the matter with such a 
man. He is eitheraliaror an empty-headed

DaLtas, TEX., March 8.—Receiver Brown of 


called upon for a statement of all the material 
facts of the strike of March 1, 1886, on the 


Texas & Pacifico Railway, furnishes the fol- 
lowing:

About 
December 19 Receiver Brown, in obedience to 
orders tee to Marshall to supervise the trans- 
fer of the property and to arrange for paying 
the rolis due the. employes for the previous 


month, 
A COMMITTEE WAITS ON HIM. 

On reaching the shops he was waited upon 
by three gentlemen representing them- 
selves acommittee of the employes of the 
shops, and asked if the receivers would 
coniirm and ratify an agreement made in 
March, 1885, with the then management 
of the Missouri Pacifico system, definin 
the relations of the management an 
the employes. Receiver Brown replied 
that he and his associate had been 
appointed by the court to control and operate 
the properties, under the orders of the court, 
to be from time to time modified; that the 
railway and its jproperties were then in the 
hands of the United States Circuit Court; that 
the receivers were mere agents ‘or officers of 
the court; that no contract or agrement could 
be made by the receivers without au- 
thority or sanction ofthe court, but that the 
receivers would deal with the operatives in a 
spirit of the utmost frankness, fairness and 
impartiality, and the same rate of wages would 
be paid to them as prior thereto, and as 
promptly as they were paid by the former 
management. he committee thanked him 
and withdrew. The rolls were ali paid imme 
diately. 

THE BEGINNING OF TROUBLE. 

No complaint was made to either one of the 
receivers until Receiver Brown, on hia return 
to Texas in January, received a commuuica- 
tion purporting to be fron, W. M. Moore, 
chairman, aud others, signed as a committee, 
which communication was dated January 2, 
1886, and is as follows: 

John C. Brown and Lionel A. Sheldon, Receivers of 
the Texas Pacific Railway: 

GENTEEMEN: The copy of agreement left by us in 
the hands of Col. Geo. Noble for your perusal and 
cousideration, are nothing uew, and were entered 
into to create a better understanding between the 
oflicers of the road and the employes, tn order thata 
state of harmony might be permited, thatthe confi- 
dence of both officers and ——o in each other 
might be strengthened, and that any tendency to- 
ward any dispute might be amicably in a 
spirit of fair impartiality, for the general good 
of both the company and their employes, governed by 
these agreements. Wehave found them to be weil 
adapted for what they were originally intended. They 
have been means on several occasions of preventing 
serious trouble. and producing peace irs ead of war 
by a friendly arbitration on the ox the agree- 
ments. In every well-ordered institution a code ef 
regulations, poe understood and truly con- 
ducted, is desirable for the good order and the success 
of that institution, whether it be the simple 
domestic family of home or the more extensive 
family of the railroad. It would’ give us 
great pleasure to learn from you that you are 
willing to indorse these agreements. Thus 
you would continue our confidence in a hea co- 
operation between the officers and employes which 
will ultimately result in benefit to the company and to 
all concerned. We desire to express to you our sym- 

athy with you and the company inthese days of 
difficulties and it will be our endeavor to assist you all 
we can by faithful diligence in the various duties we 
are called upon to perform; and we sincerely hope 
that the dark cloud of adversity which has hung over 
the Texas & Pacific Railwa will seon 
pass over and prosperity shine on her 
more brilllantly than ever and tong continue. 
Much success we all most heartily wish you. Yours, 
obediently, W.M. Moorge, Chairman;

If this is so, it lends a new gravity to the situ- 
ation and furnishes all the more cause for ap- 
prehension, as defeat means to either party 
abject submission and the deposition of 
power, 

The local situation is set forth in what has 
been here written. The bridgemen are out 
and clerks have been discharged 
from the offices. Elsewhere nearly the 
same condition prevails; no, freight 
is moving and business is dead. At some 
points new numbers have been added to 
the strike. Eighty yard and bridge men 
at Bird’s Point, near Cairo, went out last 
night and came to St. Louis. At St. Joe the 
C., B. & Q. men stand readytogqguit at 
& moment's notice. At Little Rock 
engines have been disabled, though the 
strikers say they had no hand in the work and 
at Palestine, Tex., all the engines 
haye been disabled, and the strikers 
are in full possession of the 
road. At Houston, Tex., allemployes except 
ticket agents and passenger conductors 
have been suspended, and at Den- 
ison, where an attempt was made to 
run out a freight train, the strikers, it is 
reported, turned the train back, No change 
in the situationisreported from any other 
point. 


M. P, Employes Generally Suspended, 

For the first time in the history of railroad 
strikes the employes not interested in the 
cause are affected by the actiom of a portion 
of the employes in separate afid dis- 


tinct departments. This morning an order 
was issued by H. M. Hoxie, First Vice- 
President of the Missouri Pacific, to the heads 
of all departments of the road to at once dis- 
pense with the services of every clerk, tele- 
graph operator, conductor, and in fact every 
employe not positively necessary to the 
company in it pesent crippled condi- 
tion. This means that about forty-five 
telegraph operators, 1,500 freight-house 
hands, 800 clerks, 150 crossing watchmen, 100 
to 150 tiremen, bosses and headsof depart- 
ments on the Missouri Pacific, are let out for 
the time being. Itis quietly understood that 
the engineers will receive at least half 
pay and that the firemen, who 
ure not in the strike, will be 
treated likewise., The conductors will receive 
no pay only when they run and this is equal 
to suspending fully 400 freight conductors and 
others necessary tothe running of local and 
through freights. All told there are fully 
5,000 persons not interested in the present 
tight who will suffer the loss of their salaries 
and wages until the Knights return to work. 

inthe Equitable Building at Sixth and Lo- 
cust streets, wherethe general offices here 
are located, nearly one hundred employes 
willbe relieved from duty temporarily. Of 
this number about forty will come out 
of the generai freight office, six or 
eight from the telegraph office, four or 
five are messenger boys, two out of the 
Transportation Superintendent’s office, a few 
out of the treasurer's office and a number out 
ofthe general passenger and ticket depart- 
ment, the nnmber depending on the event of 
the suspension of passenger service. At the 
Seventh Street Depot, on Cerre street, nearly 
sixty men will be suspended, and at the Plum 
Street Depot fully halfas many more will be 
given an involuntary vacation. 


The Strikers’ Answer to Mr. Hoxie. 

At the Pacific yards this morning everything 
was coldand quiet. At 8 o’clock, besides a 
half dozen men who satin the switch-shanty 
and those doing patrol duty about the com- 


pany’s property, there were none to be seen, 
Later in the morningthe strikers began to 
gather in little squads to learn the con- 
dition of affairs and discuss the news- 
paper reports of the trouble. When- 
ever the crowd swelled to twenty or 
thereabout, the men doing guard duty would 
in a fraternal way request them to disperse, 
which they invariably did. There was a warm 
fireinthe shanty, where the switch-tender 
wus cleaning the lamps that iluminate the 
Switch targets atnight. In this little 6by 8 
room the men would huddle in turns to get 
warn. An amusing passage occurred when 
the switehman refused admission to a good- 
natured Lrishman who tried to enter after the 
space was fully occupied. 

‘*‘You must be careful,’’ the applicant said, 
‘for we'll boycott your darned oid shanty.’’ 

‘*Well,’’ was the quick rejoinder, ‘‘you can 
withdraw your patronage whenever you like,’’ 
and the laugh wentround at the expense of 
the outsider. 

There was a suppressed feeling of displeasure 
at the tone of the Hoxie letter. ‘‘It 
isn’t true,’’ said one of the men 
to A POST-DISPATCH reporter. ‘*Mr. 
Hoxie S2ys that Knights of 
Labor were put on guard duty without per- 
mission, and that persons having aright on 
the premises were kept off. Now itis a fact 
that permission to guard the property was 
asked by the hnights and granted by railroad 
officials having authority to grant it. And no 
man or oilicial who had a right to enter the 
premises and was known to one patrol- 
man was denied that right. It is said 
that if Mr. Hoxie’s statement that 
the Texas & Pacific {s in the hands 
otareceiveris true and his statement that 
the managements are distinct is capable of 
proof, the strike onthe Missouri Pacific can- 
not be justified. We object to that impress- 
ion being given to the public, Decansze it is not 
one side of the story. Isay one side, but of 
course, don’t speak ofiicially. I only talk my 
own views, but Il knowthe others agree with 
me. The Texas Pacific Railroad is in the hands 
of the United States Courts for debt. 
A receiver is appointed by the 
court to see that the earnings are appropriated 
to pay the debts. That is my understanding 
of it. Well, the interterence of the govern- 
ment ends there as far as any arbitration be- 
tween men and officers is concerned. If a 
manis wrongfully discharged we can’t take 
the case into courtand obtain redress. That 
is allnonsense. We must appeal to the men 
whose capital is involved. The majority of 
the capital is Jay Gould’s. Suppose we 
strike? Allright. He can close the i & P., 
up and still f{ve. Then our strike is without 
avail. ‘To secure his attention we must strike 
on all his roads until his pocket, and conse- 
quently, bis conscience, is reached. That the 
Court doesn’t recognize Mr. Hoxie’s control 
of the T. & P. is no sign the same man doesn’t 
own thatandthe Missouri Pacific, too. Mr. 
Hoxie says he has had no demand made upon 
him and consequently does not know what to 
do. We don’t want Mr. Hoxie to do anything. 
We're gunning for bigger game than him and 
his egotism shouldn’t lead him to think he is 
inthe fight except so far as he carries out his 
superior’s instractions. Mr. Gould reads the 
papers. He knows what we want, and that’s 
our case. Mr. Hoxie’s effort to manufacture 
pubiic opinion is too thin.’’ 


Bridge and Tunnel Hands Quit. 

The last freight train to cross the big bridge 
was one composed of nine cars of live stock, 
which went over to East St, Louis at 8:15 
o’clock last night. This morning nota freight 
crew in the Bridge Company’s employ was on 
duty and the only freight cars being handled 
were those coming from the Island yards of 
the various roads to the Bridge Company’s 
yards north of the Relay Depot. The men all 
started tor this side to attend a meeting at 
Kuterpe Hall.

At Union Depot. 

Atthe Union depot to-day matters were 
about the same as yesterday, only that all ac- 
commodation trains on the Missouri fPacific 
road have been abandoned. Assistant Super- 


intendent Stillwell ofthe Bridge and Tunnel 
Company, with the assistance of three yard 
masters, was making up all the passenger 
trains which leave the depot. All passenger 
trains were running exceptthe Missouri Pa- 
cific accommodations. The Kirkwood accom- 
modation came in promptly on time this 
morning at 8 o’clock, ut did not re- 
turn, the locomotive being turned into the 
shop. The Jefferson City train on the Mis- 
souri Pacific did not leave either, and the first 
train, and only one, to go out on the Pacific 
was the mail, which left egrets! after9 o’dlock. 
It took out avery large load of passengers. 
There is nointention to run any more accom- 
modations ‘tor the present, Dut arranage- 
ments will probably be made to have the mail 
which leaves to-night take out the people re- 
siding in the suburbs and have it stop 
at all the stations between here and St. Paul. 
This morning the Wabash freight hands at 
the depot also went out, stopping all ee 
business on this side of the river completely. 
The Wabash, Missouri Pacific and Union 
Depot, yards, allin the neighborhood of the 
depot, are deserted this morning except by 
strikers who gather around in sinall groups 
and discuss the matter earnestly. To 
an outsider, however, they are as_ close 
as a clam. As soon as they observe 
a stranger approaching, they immediately 
drop their conversation, and if he tarries for a 
moment he is given to understand that his 
presence is not desirable. At the depot the 
men gatherin the same manner, and may be 
seen around the platform and in the waiting- 
room in small groups. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Stillwell and the three yard masters 
he has assisting him in making 
up trains feel confident they will be able to get 
all the trains out, no matter how long the 
strike lasts, although itis hard work. Travel 
was quite heavy at the depotto-day. Last 
evening the strikers would not allow the en- 
gineer of the Kirkwood accommodation to use 
the turn table at the round-house, but there 
was no interference of this kind experienced 
this morning. 


The Knights Meet. 

There was a meeting of the local Knights of 
Labor at Euterpe Hall at10 a.m. The assem- 
bly sat until 12:30 with closed doors, when 
they adjourned to meetagain at 2:15, There 


will be a short session this afternoon, and a 
full meeting to-night at8 p.m. A committee 
was appointed to confer with the Iron Moun- 
tain switchmen, and report at the meeting 
this aiternoon. 


Judge Advocate McGarry Returns. 

At 3p. m. all was quiet at Euterpe Hall, and 
the strikers assembled there were quietly dis- 
the situation. Judge Advocate Mc- 
Garry, whohas been absentfromthe city a 
couple of days, turned up at the hall this after- 
noon and stated that he had been out on the 
Missouri Pacific Road, organizing new assem- 
bles of the Knights of Labor. 


They Sympathize With the Knights. 

The following address has béen issued by 
the Local Central Labor Union: 

The Central Labor Union of St. Louis, in 
cohsidering the present difficulty between the 
Knights of Labor and the Southwestern Rail- 
way system, believes there is involved a 
principle of vital importance to the 
interests of working men, and remembering 
the sentiments of John C. Brown, now Ke- 
ceiver of the Texas and Pacific Railway in re- 
gard to the railroad strike of 1885, believe they 
recognize the same feeling inthe present dif- 
ficulty, and also the intention to improve the 
earliest opportunity, after being 
placed in a position to de- 
mand the aid of the United States Courts, 
toreopen the controversy, and to attempt to 
use the power of the Government to assist the 
efforts of capital and monopoly in destroying 
organization amon workingmen, thus 
depriving them 0 their only protec- 
tion against oppression and tyranny. 
Taking this view of the situation, the Knights 
of Labor are assured of the heartfelt sympathy 
and co-operation of the Central Labor Union 
and their earnest wishes for success.

The Situation on ’Change. 

The unsettled feeling which prevailed on 
‘Change yesterday was aggravated to-day by 
the still gloomier outlook, and operators 
looked blue. The effect of the blockade on 


trade is to paralyze buyers and shippers. 
Very little trading was done to-day. The ef- 
fect wag particulary noticed in the flour, grain 
and pork corners.. Purchases were made for 
shipment only “to river points. In- 
stead of purchasing, the dealers = are 
devoting their_attention to taking Care of 
what they have. The grain men are putting 
as much grain as possible into the elevators 
and the flour and produce men 
are storing their stock on hand. 
The shippers are cautious about points which 
were open, Owing to the uncertainty as to 
what may develop. Priceson producetooka 
downward tumble, the first influence of 
the strike sending vegatables down to 
a considerable extent. Some shipping firms 
notably that of R. 8S. McCormick &Co., with- 
drew from the market altogetherand a number 
of dealers refused to purchase at all. There was 
scarcely any trading in lead, grain or flour. 
The lead men have consignments on the way 
which cannot reach them, and hence 
they are debarred from any dealing. The 
elevators are among the worst sufferers. The 
three Central elevators have 100 cars of 
grain locked up in the yards in 
sight, and altogether there are probably 
200 cars in the samefix. The Centrals have 
way-bills of 200 cars of corn lying between 
here and Kansas City and 200 more are scat- 
tered at different points West. Redmond, 
Cleary & Co., are estimated to have nearly 
1,000 cars at various stations. 

Ex-Goy. Stanard, ina chat about the situa- 
tion, said that it looked gloomy, The 
entire territory covered by the Southwest- 
ern system, which is St. Louis territory, is 
shut off. The flour business has: been ex- 
tremely light ee Some shipping was done 
to Southeastern points, andin other directions 
where openings were offered. 


NO SURRENDER. 


The Knights at Sedalia Determined to 
‘Hold Out—The Situation Elsewhere. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

SEDALIA, Mo.. March 9.—Everything is yery 
quiet in this city, and at the yards of the rail- 
roads a graveyard-like stillnessreigns. There 
areno new developments in any feature of 


the strike at this point and every one seems to 
be waiting for something to turn up. 
A tour through the company’s grounds 
shows no change from the first day. The 
engines and cars are all taken care of and 
protected by the strikers, and the best of 
order prevails. There has been no attempt at 
lawlessness in the city, and tramps are 
ordered out of town as soon as they put in an 
appearance. 

Mr. Hugh Fitzgerald, editor ofthe Labor 
Union paper, was seen by your correspondent 
ashort time ago, andin answer to questions 
propounded, he said. ‘‘I have seen many 
strikes in the last ten years, but this one takes 
the cake. Neither side knows anything about 
the reasons or the intentions of the other, and 
both are working inthe dark in regard to 
what the other will do.’’ 

‘*‘What do youthink will be the end ofthe 
present struggie?’’ 

‘*The boys will hold oft two months, if nec- 
essary, to enforce that contract. They will 
ar outto the last ditch, if necessary, and 
will die in it.’’ 

‘*Do you think the strike will last long?’’ 

‘*IT think thecontract will be restored in afew 
days. ithink Gov. Brown will have influence 
brought to bear on him that he cannot resist, 
and he will be compelled to come tgtime. In 
this fight now, we propose that the section 
hands snali receive $1.50 a day before itis set- 
tled. The bridgamen were not recognized in 
the settlement last year, and their grievances 
must be righted at this time.’’ 

‘**What do you think of, the telegram from 
Denison last night, which stated that the en- 
xineers, sectionmen, station agents and other 
employes had held a meeting, and were re- 
solved to sustain the company?’’ 

‘*That was a lie, and was sent out by the 
company. We have advices from there and 
nothing of the kind has occurred. The tele- 
gram is undoubtedly bogus.’’ 

‘*Do 1 think the passenger trains will be 
stopped?’’ 


‘*Not unless the railway officials stop them. 
The men here and all along the line want the 


trains to run, and they willdoall in their 
power to keep them going. If these trains are 
stopped it will be done on the order of the 
company, and not by the strikers. 

Mr. Carpenter was seen in regard to the 
article in the Globe-Demecrat, in which he 
was reported as saying thatthe thatthe men 
here had grievances and were going to strike 
on May 1, and thatthis strike only anticipated 
matters, two months. He was very indignant 
and said the report was nottrue,as he ha 
made no such statement. : 

An effort was made to have a citizens’ meet- 
ing to-day,but as no one can see that anything 
can be accomplished by such a move the mat- 
ter was dropped. The city is voginning to 
feel the depression, and there are fears that 
there will be a coal famine, as it takes twenty- 
five cars of coal per day for the city, and the 
supply is running short, Several of the mer- 
chants have their hey 8 goods on the road, 
and are losing trade by the delay. 

THE ENGINEERS. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
hold meetings at 1:30 p. m. every day and 
the Knights of Labor hold meetings three 
times a day, but it is impossible for an out- 
sider to find outf{what is being done. All par- 
ties connected with the strike are good- 
bumored and the officials, while they will not 
talk, will joke about the situation. 

In regard to the statement of Labor Commis- 
sioner Kochitzky about the agreement between 
the company and the Knights of Labor, the 
Knights here say that he is mistaken, and that 
inan agreement signed by Mr. Hoxie and the 
Grievance Committee of the order, it is agreed 
that if any man is discharged the committee 

the right to bfing the

The agreement was 
signed on Mav 25th and itis on this that they 
are making their fight, as the —— in- 
cluded the Texas Pacific and all branches and 
they dogot now recognize thatroad as being 
out of the Gould Southwest system. The men 
say that the road was placed in the hands of 
the receivers in order to make the fight, and 
they think it must come some time, and it 
might as well be now as in the future. 


Pacific, Mo. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

Pacirio, Mo., March 9.—The men at the Mis- 
souri Pacific walked out here promptly at9 
o’clock yesterday. Everything was done 
quietly and the eight-hour relief guards from 
the Knights of Labor were placed on the rail- 
road property for its protection. There has 
been no violence, no intimidation and no 
demonstration of any character. The con- 
duct of the strikers has been a subject of con- 
gratulation by the public. Assembly 4410, 
Knights of Labor of this city, at the beginning 
of the strike, issued stringent orders to its 
members in regard to their conduct, which has 
been characterized by decorum and order, and 
will continue to be.

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RECEIVER BROWN’S STATEMENT. 

Ex-Goy. Joun C. Brown has made & 
statement to correct false impressions in 
regard to the material facts of the strike 
on the Texas and Pacific Railway. 

From this statement it appears that the 
‘employes were working under the guaran- 
tees of the agreement between the Gould 
system and its employes, which agree- 
ment was entered into last spring and 
which settled the strike of that date. 

When the Texas and Pacific was thrown 
into the hands of the receivers last De- 
cember a committee representing the em- 
ployes waited upon Receiver BROWN to 
ask if the receivers would confirm and 
continue the agreement of March, 1885. 

Receiver BROWN says that he answered 
distinctly that they would not and could 
not; that they were mere agents or offi- 
cers of the United States Circuit Court, 
could do nothing without its sanction,and 
could promise only that the same rate of 
wages would be paid, and that the em- 
ployes should be treated ‘‘with frank- 
ness, fairness and impartiality.’’ 

Having been thus informed that the 
agreement of March, 1885, was no longer 
a protection to them, it appears that the 
employes undertook to patch up anew 
agreement with the receivers, or get new 
and explicit assurances from them in re- 
gard to the policy of thenew management 
toward the employes. 

Gov. Brown’s letter of February 4, re- 
plying to their committee’s communica- 
tion submitting a proposed agreement of 
seven stipulations, was merely a polite 
note repeating his refusal to enter into an 
agreement further than to say that the 
receivers would deal justly with the em- 
ployes and endeavor by all proper means 
‘to retain their confidence and promote 
their interests ‘‘in every way consistent 
with the interests of the property.’’ The 
statement which Gov. BROWN now makes 
of his objections to the committee’s 
propositions was not incorporated in his 
answer, ond he now says that the refusal 
of the receivers to sign the proposed 
agreement after they had refused to con- 
tinue in foree the agreement of March, 
i885, was ‘‘the sole cause of the strike, 
and any other allegation of causes is an 
afterthought.’’ 

So it is officially admitted that the 
trouble on the Texas and Pacific was 
caused by a distinct notice to the men that 
the agreement of March, 188, was no 
longer binding on the management and 
that no new agreement would be entered 
into. 

Why was the strike extended tothe other 
branches of the Gould system, where the 
agreement of March, 188, was still recog- 
nized as binding? Probably because the 
Knights of Labor looked upon the transfer 
of the Texas and Pacific to the hands of a 
receivership, and that receivership only 
another name for JAY GOULD himself,as a 
bit of strategy, the opening onslaught in 
his fight against the agreement which was 
forced upon him a year ago. 

THE BLAIR BILL, 

As it passed the Senate by a vote of 36 
to 11, the Blair educational bill appro- 
priated $2,000,000 for school-houses in 
needy and illiterate districts, and $77,000, - 
000 for distribution among the States on 
the basis of illiteracy for educational pur- 
poses, to wit: Seven million dollars for 
the first year, $10,000,000 for the second, 
$15,000,000 for the third, $13,000, 000 for the 
fourth, $11,000,000 for the fifth, $9,000,000 
for the sixth, $7,000,000 for the seventh, 
and $5,000,000 for the eighth. The 
increase for the first three vyears 
and the decrease for the remain- 
ing five are expected to have the effect of 
accustoming the people to the handling of 
ample school funds and to the blessings of 
good schools, which should stimulate them 
to keep up their schools by local taxation 
asthe Government aid funds are gradu- 
ally diminished and finally withdrawn. 
One provision of the billis that, where 
seperate schools for white and colored 
are maintained the money shall be 
divided between the two races in 
proportion to the illiteracy of each. 
Another provision is that the share which 
any State refuses to accept shall be 
divided among the other States. There 
is some talk about States refusing the 
proffered aid and magnanimously giving 
their share to the poorer States that are 
unable to educate their own people. But 
when the truth about what the South is 
doing and is able to do in the way of edu- 
cating her own people becomes generally 
known, we judge that few, if any States, 
will have the pride and pluck to 
keep their hands out of this grab. 
Maine, Kansas and Texas were the 
only States that gave an undivided 
vote against the bill. The five otner 
votes against it were one each from Mis- 
souri, Delaware, Tennessee, Nevada, and 
Maryland. The favorable vote of more 
than three to one in the Senate indicates 
the probable passage of the bill by the 
House.

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‘Srr CLaus SPRECKELS’ sugar monopoly 
has been collecting from the people of the 
Pacific coast $2,500,000 a year which would 
have gone into the United States Treasury 
but for the abrogation of the duties on 
Hawaiian sugar. The admission of that 
sugar free of the duty laid on all other 
sugars has put nearly $25,000,000 into the 
coffers of the monopoly that rules the 
Sandwich Islands and owns the puppet 
King of the Kanakas. Ever since the 
duty on SPRECKELS’ sugar was abolished, 
Pacific railroad freights have been kept 
at such figures that sugar which paid no 
duty has been sold 2 cents a pound higher 
in San Franciscothan the New York mar- 
ket price for sugar that had paid duty. A 
recent cut in east-bound freights enabled 
Sir CLAUS to sell granulated as far east as 
Chicago at about half a cent lower than 
the Eastern refiners could afford to sell in 
the same market, and he took orders for 
about four thousand barrels, but was 
finally scared out of the market by threats 
conveyed to him from the East. This in- 
cident shows what a blooming specimen 
of jobbery in legislation that Hawaiian 
treaty was. The Constitution expressly 
forbids any commercial regulation favor- 
ing the ports of one State over those of 
another, and this treaty did make Ha- 
waiian sugar as free in one of our ports} 
as another, but in practical effect it gave 
San Francisco alone the privilege of im- 
porting sugar free.

THE NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 


Congressman Boutelle Gives His Opinion Re- 
garding Commodore Truxton’s Letter. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 9.—Congressman 
Boutelle, in reply to an inquiry as to his opin- 
ion of Commodore Truxton’s letter, said that 
no one had heard of itin the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and it was evidently the intention 
to get it before the public before its fallacies 
could be exposed. He said the letter was a 
remarkably weak example oi confession and 
avoidance, but principally confession. The 
Commandant, he said, first repeats Wise’s 
ridiculous agsertion that the dry dock was 
never destroyed, when the official reports 
show that the dock, gates, build- 
ings and pumping engines were destroyed 
and the pier ends blown up by the rebels with 
npowder. He then confesses that he or- 
ered the removal of the engine room of the 
dry dock and gives no reasons save that he 
could find no authority on record for his put- 
ting it there. The same rule would permit him 
to 


CUT DOWN THE FLAGSTAFF, 

or remove any other emblem of nationality 
erected by ‘any predecessor. But the 
Commodore’s friend, the Democratic editor 
of tne Norfolk Landmark, the next day after 
the Boutelie resolutions appeared, declared 
editorially: ‘‘When he ae ne ge took charge 
of this Navy Yard he found an inscription 
which was intended to keep alive the bitter 
memories of our civil strife, and it is 
understood that with the patriotic 
remark that the war had been over twenty 
years, he had this removed. 4 

‘‘The attack on Mr. Lyon’s loyalty, * con- 
tinued Mr. Boutelle, ‘‘is execrabie. The 
record shows he voted against secession in 
May, 1861, and in the persecutions of that pe- 
riod he seems to have been forced into pub- 
lishing a cardin June, probably to save his 
life, but in the August following he was ar- 
rested for disioye’*s? to the Confederacy and 
putin jail. His subsequent great services to 
the United States are officially recognized in 
letters of Gen. Wool, Secretary Welles and 
numerous other distinguished officers of the 
United States, and the present Chief Engineer, 
Hibbert, of the Norfolk yard cordially testifies 
to his ability and character in a letter written 
a week after his removal. ‘‘In fact,’’ said 
Mr. Boutelle, *‘the commandant admits that 

HE REMOVED THE INSCRIPTIONS 
bearing the obnoxious word ‘rebels,’ and 
that he has discharged numbers of Union 
soldiers in violation of Section 1754, Re- 
vised Statutes, and put ex-Confederates in 
their places, though he pleads that the ‘Bour- 
bon’ Democrats appointed in place of some 
these disabled Union veterans, were ‘too 
young to bein the Confederate army.’ The 
inost conspicuous feature of the letter, how- 
ever, @ its practical confession that there had 
been at the Norfolk Navy Yard, as indicated 
in the Boutelie resolutions, since March 4, 
1885, a systematic violation of Section 1576, 
Revised Statutes, which provides forthe dis- 
missal of any Government officer,who shall 
cause the removal or discharge of any work- 
ing man in any navy yard for political 
opinions. A very curious coincidence,’’ adds 
Mr. Boutelle, is found in the fact that Com- 
mandant Truxton seems to have caused the 
inscriptions on the cannon to be restored and 
organized the exumining board for appoint- 
ments after the publication last June of Con- 
gressman Brady’s letter, calling attention to 
what was going on at that Navy Yara.’’

Vice-President Hoxie on the Situation. 
The following statement was issued last 
evening: 


THE Missovur PACIFIC RAILWAY 
COMPANY, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ST. LOUIS, March 8, 15886. 


To the Employes of the Missouri Pacific Railway 

Company, leased and operated lines: 

That all may understand the present 
condition of affairs whereby some 10,- 
0v0 men have been thrown out of 
employment, the operation of about 
5,000 miles of railway stopped, and 
the traftic of four States, affecting over 
4,000,000 people, partially paralyzed, I 
I desire you to read and to carefully consider 
the following facts, for which abundant evi- 
dence can be produced, and which cannot be 
controverted: On thelith of March, 1885, the 
strike then pending over. this entire system 
was settied bythe voluntary mediation of the 
executives of Kansas and Missouri, and a cir- 
cular issued which was sufticiently satisfactory 
to cause an, entire resumption of work. 
During the sixty days subsequent to 
the above date, committees representing 
the employes at different points, and 
also the various labor organizations to which 
they belonged, were met and all grievances 
eandidly discussed. Satisfactory agreements 
were then entered into, so that on May 19 
1885, it seemed that perfect harmony existed 
between us allas co-laborers of these com- 
panies. Any infractions of the spirit or letter 
of the understandings or agreements made be- 
tween the company and its employes was 
speedily rectified as soon as brought to the at- 
tention of proper authorities. This apparent 
harmony and good understanding continued 
until September following, when this com- 
pany was notified by the Knights of Labor 
that it must not perform any work for nor in- 
terchange any business with the Wabash Rail- 
way, with which that organization had difli- 
culties pending. The Executive Comiunittee of 
the Knights of Labor stated at that time that 
no cause of grievance of any nature existed 
against the Frissouri Pacific Railway and its 
associate companies, but that to force the 
Wabash, which was in the hands of the United 
States Court, it became necessary to involve 
the Missouri Pacific Railway on account of the 
supposed identity of the stockholders’ inter- 
ests. In order that there might be no possible 
cause for esd bm, the good feeling then ex- 
isting between this company and its employes, 
the order above referred to was acquiesced in, 
until the Wabash difficulties were adjusted. 

THE TEXAS AND PACIFIO. 

On December 16, 1885, the United States Court 
took possession ofthe Texas & Pacific Rail- 
way in Louisiana and Texas, for the benefit of 
its creditors, and from that date the sever- 
ance of that yaaa y from this system has 
been as complete as if no amicable relations 
had evér existed between it and these com- 
yanies. The employes working upon the 

exas & Pacitic Railway became 
the employes of the agents of 
the United States Court, andthe Missouri Pa- 
cific management ceased to have any control 
over them. Messrs. Brown and Sheldon, the 
receivers, took possession of the Texas and 
Pacific Railway, appointed their own agents, 
and made such arrangements with their em- 
ployes as they deemed proper and fit, as to 
Srhich the management of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway exercised no voice or control 
whatever. It is learned that on March 
the 2d the employes of the Texas & 
Pacific Railway inaugurated a strike, giving 
as the reason that one ©. A. Hall of the car 
department of that road in Marshall, Tex., 
was discharged without due cause. Un Thurs- 
day, the 4th inst., the Knights of Labor or- 
dered the boycott of the Texas & Pacific Cars 
and trafic over these roads, and such arrange- 
ments were thereupon made as not to ea 
that order to disturb the apparently pleasant 
relations with our employes. At 10 a. m. on 
Saturday, the 6th inst., without previous no- 
tice, all of the shopmen, most of ‘we y, en, 
and many of the trackmen stopped the ork 
and voluntarily refused to continue em- 
ployes of this company, merely stating to 
their several foremen that they had received 
orders requiring this from the executive offi- 
cers of the Knights of Labor, and alleging as 
their only reason, the discharge of an employe 
by the receivers of the Texas & Pacific Railway, 
an alien road in the hands of the United States

Court. Since the commencement ofthis strike, 
at many points the local committee 
of the Knights of Labor have notified 
our foremen and superintendents that they 
would appoint and place their own watchmen 
over our property to protect it from loss and 
damage, and to take care of the same; but as 
these self-appointed watchmen assume the 
authority as to who shall or who shall not enter 
upon the grounds and property ofthe company, 
except through their own order, it is virtual 
dispossessing the company of its property and 
assuming control and possession of the same, 
in violation of all rights of property, and con- 
trary to the very basis of all governments. 
CONCLUSIONS OF THE MANAGER. 

This company has for years had satisfactory 
understandings and agreements with certain 
labor organizations, which have, in every 
instance, complied with their promises, and it 
has always been the object and aim of the 
management to comply fully with both spirit 
and letter of all such understandings and 
agreements. 

I would call your attention to the following 
conclusions from the above history of the past 
year: 

This company has made no objections to the 
existence of organizations and combinations 
of employes, which the latter consider for 
their mutual benefit. It has recognized and 
met the committees of such organizations and 
made agreements with the same without any 
distinction, and carried them outas exactly 
as possible, a adjusting all complaints 
and differences which have from time to time 
arisen. 

When loyal employes permit themselves to 
be governed and controlled by their discon- 
tented co-laborers, they necessarily suffer 
equally with them the consequences of ill-ad- 
vised acts; therefore the necessity of their in- 
dividual efforts to restore the proper relations 
between the company and its employes. 

It must be well known and recognized that 
the capacity of a corporation to meet its pay- 
rolis and vouchers depends upon its capacity 
to earn money, and that when its earning 
powers cease, its ability to pay the employes 
and its other creditors ceases at the same 
time, as its dailyand monthly payments are 
made from its daily and monthly receipts. 

The company is legally required to do all in 
its power to perform its obligations to the pub- 
lic and to the Government, and its manage- 
ment will take every proper measure to com- 

ly with these requirements; and I earnestly 

ope that every independent, free-thinking 
co-laborer who has been or is an employe of 
these companies, will consider these facts 
and inform himself upon all sides of 
the subject, remembering that there has never 
before been an act: so arbitrary, useless and 
uncalled for as that of last Saturday, whereby 
atew men, to whom you have voluntarily 
given the power, are depriving many thou- 
sands of their co-laborers of their accustomed 
wages, divesting this company of the capacity 
to pay its employes for their services, shut- 
ting up the avenues of trafficin four States, 
and preventing some 4 ,000,000 people from ob- 
taining their customary supplies and necessi- 
ties of life because itis claimed that one em- 
ploye of the car department of the Texas & 
Pacific Railway at Marshall, Tex., a road over 
which this a. has no control, has been 
discharged by the agents of tne United States 
Court.

NATIVE HOUSES Of ALASKA, 


A Mere Circular Mound, Lighted From the 
Apex of the Roof. 
From Chamber's Journal. 

The houses ofthe natives are much the 
same in all divisions of Alaska. The dwell- 
ings are thus described: A circular mound 
of earth, grass growing and littered with 
allsorts of household utensils, a small 
spiral coil of smoke rising from the apex, 
dogs crouching, children climbing up or 
rolling down, stray morsels of food left 
from one meal to the. other, and a soft 
mixture of mud and offal sur- 
rounding it all The entrance to 
this house is a  4Ilow irregular 
square aperture, through which the in- 
mate stoops, and passes down a foot or 
two through a short, low passage on tothe 
earthen floor within. The interior gener- 
ally consists of an irregularly shaped 
square circle, twelve or fifteen feet in di- 
ameter, receiving its only light from with- 
out through the small smoke ——— at 
the apex of the roof, which rises tent-like 
from the floor. The fireplace is directly 
under this opening. Rude beds or couches 
of skin and grass mats are laid, slightly 
raised above the floor, upon clumsy frames 
made of sticks and saplings or rough-hewn 

lanks, and sometimes on little elevations 
built up of peat or sod. Sometimes a 
small allway, with bulging sides, is 
erected over the entrance, where, by this 
expansion room is afforded for the vm & 
ing of utensils and water vessels, 
and as a shelter for dogs. Imme- 
diately adjoining most of ese houses 
will be found a small summer kitchen, @ 
rude wooden frame, walled in and covered 
over with sods, with an opening at the top 
to give vent to the ogee These pa en- 
tirely above und, rarely over five or 
six feet in Rinsnater, and are littered with 
filth and offal of all kinds; serving also as 
a refuge for the dogs in inclement weather. 
In the interior regions, where both fuel 
and building material are more abundant, 
the houses change somewhat in appear- 
ance and construction. The excavation 
of the coast houses, made for the purpose 
of saving both, disappears, and gives way

The War Between the Cigarmakers’ Unions 
Extending to This City. 

The declaration of war in New York between 
tue International and the Progressive Cigar- 
makers’ Unions has created a split among the 
members of the rival unions in this eity. The 
initiative step against the International Union 
was taken yesterday by the firm of 
Ury & Co., 304 North Main street. 


Mr. Ury isthe first and at preseht the only 
local representative of the Progressive Union, 
He is confident, however, of recruiting suili- 
cient strength from the ranks of the cigar- 
makers who are members of neither union to 
establish a local assembly of the Progressive 
Union within the next few )\ days. 
To a POST-DISPATCH reporter he 
said this morning: ‘*There are 
in the neighborhood of 300 or 600 cigarmakers 
in this city, and not over one-half of them are 
members of the International Union. Ican’t 
say how many factories we have here which 
are in the union, but I estimate the outsiders 
at between twenty and thirty. I expect that 
eventually allof the non-union factories and 
the non-union cigarmakers will join the 
Progressive Union. Ihave never beenin the 
international Union, and since the first of the 
year have been suffering from a boycott for 
thatreason. Yesterday I advertised for fifty 
men. This morning 1had numerous applica- 
tions for work from non-union men and would 
have experienced no difficulty in hiring 
more than the number which I required 
had I been so inclined; in fact I did en- 
gage all that I needed for the present. The 
Progressive Union uses the Knights of Labor 
label and is a Knight of Labor organization; 
the Internationa! Union is not.’’ 


CHICAGO & ATLANTIC. 


Argument Before Judge Gresham for the 
Appointment of a Keceiver. 

CHICAGO, March 9.—The hearing of the 
motion for the appointment ofa receiver for 
the Chicago & Atlantic railrold, urged by the 
first mortgage bondholders and the Erie

Mr. Atterbury of New York 
submitted the counter affidavits of Solicitor

H. Bristow, in behalf of the first mort- 
gauge bondholders, attacked the affidavits and 
the position taken by the defendant company 
in fighting a receivership. He declared that 
the Erie road had never been able to obtain 
anyjreport from the Chicago & Atlantic. The 
company had not shown any addition to 
its working or terminal facilities, had not been 
managed so as to produce any net revenue 
and had not paid any interest on its indebted- 
ness. On this showing he declared that the 
appointment of a receiver was imperative.

The Nixon Divorce. 

Much interest is manifested in the trial of 
the Nixon contested divorce case before Judge 
Lubke. The particulars of this domestic 
trouble were publishedin the Post-DISPATCH 


when the case was first called, a few 
days since. The divorce is sought by 
the husband, James Bb. Nixon, and 
the wife, Fannie Nixon, a young and 
yretty woman enters an answer and cross- 

ill. They were married at Hot Spetnee De- 
cember 11, 1878, and separated on the 20th of 
last July. The husband onthe witness stand 
testified that Mrs. Nixon conducted herself in 
an improper manner at Hot Springs, and 
bestowed favors upon a_ certain oung 
man there. At the _ solicitation of her 
relatives, the witness overlooked the offense 
and they became reconciled, but Mrs. Nix- 
on soon repeated the old line of conduct. 
When they residedin this city, on Olive 
street, between Fifteenth and Sixteenth, and 
on Pine street, Mrs. Nixon developed a 
weakness for attending skating rinks and oth- 
er places of amusements two or three times a 
week, against the wishes of her hus- 
band. She went to those places without 
his permission and in the company of strange 
men. 

On one occasion her husband followed her to 
askating rink and brought her back home. 
When they were living on Pine street she 
made a regular practice of going out on Satur- 
day night under pretence of wmar- 
keting with the servantgirl, and she 
never returned until 10 o’clock. On 
one occasion she went to the base ball park in 
the company of astranger. Her husband told 
her that he did not like this way of going on 
and she replied that she would leave him. An- 
other time she went to Lafayette Park. Be- 
fore leaving for Hot Springs last summer 
she told her husband that she 
would rather be in hades than 
remain with him. One day she threw an egg 
at him. The witness further detailed domestic 
scenes of an unpleasant eharacter, and re- 
ferred to a young man who was in the habit of 
resting upon his wife’s couch in his shirt 
sleeves and with his boots off. 

The husband was subjected to arigid cross- 
eXamination by counsel for Mrs. Nixon. She 
denies every allegation in her husband’s ee 
tition and-.testimony and in support of her 
cross bill states that he is a vagrant in the 
meaning of the law, inasmuch that he has 
faifed tesupport his family. There are two 
children and the mother asks for their cus- 
tody. 


Driven from Home. 

Clara Williams asks for a decree of divorce 
from Freeman Williams. They were married 
September7, 1885, and lived together until 
January 23, 1886. Mrs. Williams alleges 
that her husband has treated 
her in a cruel and barbarous 
manner; “that he struck her with a beer-glass, 
a hatchet and a tea-cup on different occasions 
and boasted of having transferred his affec- 
tions toanether woman. He failed to support 
her and at length he drove her from home,

from Katharine Daum, to whom he was mar- 
ried July 2, 1877. They separated in March, 
1879. Mrs. Daum, according to her hus- 
band’s story, was somewhat of a 
domestic terror.
